The crash of the 
mid-air collision planes oc- 
curred at Sixteenth St. and 
Mountain Ave., less than two 
miles away: 

Morey E. Hall of Monte 
Vista was iloting the plane, 
with John C. Melcher and AI- 
lan J. Haroldson, both of Po- 
mona, as passengers. Accord- 
ing to the report of the West 
End sheriff’s substation, writ- 
ten by Dep. C. F. Maskers, 
the pilot is believed to have 
misjudged the altitude as he 
entered the flight pattern at 
Cable airport, with the plane 
then striking power lines and 
crashing.
